Calling a proposal to hike entrance fees to popular na- 
tional parks wrongheaded and even immoral, opponents 
in a rally led by U.S. Sen. Maria Cantwell on Monday 
called for a better solution to a back- 
log of park maintenance. 

Cantwell, senior Democrat on the 
Senate Energy and Natural Resourc- 
es Committee, was joined at a Seat- 
tle news conference by local outdoor 
recreation luminaries, including 
climbing legend Jim Whittaker. 

Best known as the first American 
to summit Mount Everest, on May 1, 
1963, Whittaker, 88, also was the first full-time employee 
of Recreational Equipment Inc. — REI — retiring as its 
president and CEO after 25 years with the company. 

“Tm outraged at what is going on here,” said Whittaker

‘HE WAS A SEXUAL PREDATOR, AND I WAS HIS VICTIM’ 


Networks suspend ties with prestigious TV host

Eight women have told The 
Washington Post that longtime 
television host Charlie Rose 
made unwanted sexual advanc- 
es toward them, including lewd 
phone calls, walking around 
naked in their presence, or grop- 
ing their breasts, buttocks or 
genital areas. 

The women were employees 
or aspired to work for Rose at 
the “Charlie Rose” show from 


the late 1990s to as recently as 
2011. They ranged in age from 
21 to 37 at the time of the al- 
leged encounters. Rose, 75, 
whose show airs on PBS, also 
co-hosts “CBS This Morning” 
and is a contributing correspon- 
dent for “60 Minutes.” 

After The Washington Post 
website reported the allega- 
tions, CBS News suspended 
Rose and PBS halted production 
and distribution of his nightly 
interview show. 

“In my 45 years in journalism, 


Ihave prided myself on being an 
advocate for the careers of the 
women with whom I have 
worked,” Rose said in a state- 
ment provided to The Post. 
“Nevertheless, in the past few 
days, claims have been made 
about my behavior toward some 
former female colleagues. 

“It is essential that these wom- 
en know I hear them and that I 
deeply apologize for my inap- 
propriate behavior. I am greatly

Reform plan comes amid inquiry 
into private companies’ practices

The Seattle Police Department has drafted 
a broad plan to take control of officers’ off-du- 
ty work from private companies, adopting 
reforms aimed at curtailing i 
cronyism and lax oversight, 
Mayor Tim Burgess told the 
City Council Monday. 

“This process will be en- 
tirely overseen and approved 
by the Chief or one of her 
assistant chiefs,” Burgess 
wrote in a letter to the coun- 
cilin which he attached a Mayor Tim 
seven-page report fromthe Burgess called 
Police Department outlining for a new in- 
the changes. 

The release of the Nov. 14 
report comes eight weeks after he signed an 
executive order directing Police Chief Kath- 
leen O'Toole to establish an internal office to 
manage and regulate off-duty work. 

His directive followed news reports of an 
FBI investigation into alleged corruption 
related to off-duty work by Seattle officers, 
including possible intimidation and price-fix- 
ing at construction sites and parking garages.

Attempt to protect consumers, 
or is Trump out to punish CNN?

The Justice Department sued Monday to 
block AT&T’s $85 billion bid for entertain- 
ment conglomerate Time Warner, setting the 
stage for one of the biggest antitrust cases to 
hit Washington in decades. 

The move by the Justice Department's anti- 
trust division is unusual because it challenges 
a deal that would combine two different kinds 
of companies — a telecommunications giant 
with a media and entertainment company. 
Antitrust officials have rarely tried to quash 
such deals. 

If successful, however, the government’s 
case would send a strong signal across the 
business world that Washington is no longer 
looking as kindly on such mergers. 

“Tt may be one of the most important anti- 
trust battles of modern times,” said Gene 
Kimmelman, a former federal antitrust official
